Following months of umiest, 
India has broken out in rioting, 
pillaging and disorder. Ghandi 
and his civil disobedience cam¬ 
paign has resulted in disorders 
that have taken several lives 
and ha: endangered the posit¬ 
ion of Britain and the Allied 
nations at a time when any¬ 
thing detracting from the bus¬ 
iness of war is dangerous. How¬ 
ever. so far the trouble has l>een 
confined to several of the larg¬ 
er centres and no general up¬ 
rising has taken place. 

In our opinion Britain has 
taken the only safe counse and 
the wisest in refusing independ¬ 
ence to India under existing 
world conditions, and we feel 
that every loyal Britisher should 
upheld the action of the Church- 
hilt government in its actions.
